specific funds) totals 
$1,242,850,352. A good third of 
that money, $346,939,8^ is ear- 
marked for water and lew^. 

A major jrart of the funding 
will come from local tond issues 
and most of them will be referoi- 
dum bonds. Because of the limits 
on the City Council's bond 
authority, that is. the tfnount of 
money the dty can borrow on its 
own authority, council has to ask 
the voters for permission to 
borrow money.

The skate 
has a spiny tail, but no venomous

Five-year p^ geared 
to alleviate aggrsivfttion 

Roadimiy imiMrovanoits in Virgiiiia Beach have 
1^081 Qpvbted in the dty's latot flve-year building 
plan, call^ the Capital Improvement Propam. 

Many of the revisimis involve greater costs, most 
of whkh will be assimied by the state. The plan, 
however, appears to give a realistic approach to the 
city's traffic needs, which are a growing source of 
aggravation for drivers. 

Ac(X)rding to the proposal, within the next five 
years some of the bi^at roads in Virginia Beach 
will be wid^ed or atanded. Hie plan lists 60 roads 
to be built through 1992. 

The five-year building plans includes proposed 
work to the following roadways: 

•Jhrinccfs Anne RMd: Looking ahead, the city 
agreed with the state that the four-lane portion 
from Carper Apartments to the Farmers Market 
should be widened to dght lanes. Hie city had 
originally planned to expand it to six lanes but con- 
ceeded that would not ft»(xnmodate traffic expec- 
ted 20 years frcnn now. Although the latest plans 
will cost an extra $4.5 millicm, the dty feels money 
will be saved in the kmg run. Construction is 
scheduled for 1989 to 1991 . 

•MUtafy Highway: The commordal strip that 
passes through Virghiia Beach will be widened to 
eight lanes, as will the ro«l on the Norfolk side. 
The widening will cost $12.8 million. Construction 
is targeted for 1992 to 1993. 

•OinstitiittoB Drive: Proposab include widening 
the road from Pembroke Mall and extending the 
road over the Virginia Beadi-NorfoUc Expressway 
and Mount Trashmore and linking it to South In- 
dependence Boulevard. This year the flyover, 
which was supposed to link with Edwin Drive, has 
been altered from earlia plans in response to com- 
plaints from Edwin Drive residents who feared 
greater traffic flow into their ndghborhood. The 
new design will be more costly, idmost doubling in 
cost from $8.9 million to $18.9 million. Construc- 
tion is scheduled for 1991 to 1993. 

•Virgiiria BeKh Boaievani: Three miles between 
Rosemont and Oreat Neck roads will be widened to 
eight lanes. The cost for construction increased 
over last year's budgeted cost in the dty's capital 
plan from $20.7 million to $29.7 million. A $2 
million bric^ ova London Bkklge Qeek aiKl $2.7 
million in sewer and water line adjustments were 
reportedly not included in last yrar's ^timates. Ac- 
cording to a state offldal, it takes six or more years 
to move from design to construction of a road and 
estimates need to be updated r^ularly. 

•Salem Road: The winding, two-lane rdad will 
be widened to four lanes for most of its length bet- 
ween Princess Anne and Elbow roads. Originally 
the dty had planned to widen Salem Road only up 
to Lynnhaven Parkway, but this year expanded the 
project because the city reportedly feds it would be 
cheaper to do the whote rcxui at once. The road will 
cost the dty $12.1 mlllicm. Design work will begin 
in 1991 and construction in 1993. 

•LfNUlon BrMge: The dty ccpanded its original 
plans ^d now wants to realign and widen the road 
to Shipps Corner R(Mui, rather than to Swamp 
Road at the entrance of Oceana Naval Air Station, 
as had been stated in last year's capital plan. That 
incr«ised the cost of the project from $8.1 million 
last year to $12.6 million this year. Construction is 
scheduled fot 1991 to 1993. 

•Landstowa Road: A garbage transfer station 
slated to be built on Landstown Road has 
necessitated that the road be widened to foai Umes 
betw^n Holland Road and Princess Anm Road. 
The cost is estimated at $6.8 million and omstruc- 
tion will be from 1992 to 1993. 

•RMCBoat Road: Extend the road from 
Tidewater Community Collide to LaiKlstown 
Road, giving drivers an altonative to HoDand and 
Princess Anne roads. It will cost S2.2 oyi&m, all in 
dty money and will be built from 19^ to 1990. 

•Swth Plaa Tntf : The road will trie ectoKkd 
ftom South Independence Boulevard to PriiKxss 
Anne Road and link up vdth Ftfmimot %otd. The 
project wiU cost $8.3 milHon and be Mh fti»B 1991 
to 1993.

Grant Wiggins, Director of 
Reseaivh, Coalition of Essential 
Schools, Brown University, 
issued a challenge to 230 
professiMals at the Common- 
wealth in Education II: Devdop 
thoughtful students who will 
become thoughtful adults. He 
used the term "tfiouj^tfiil" in 
two diff^ent, but intertwining 
contexts. 

He stated that after studying 43 
schools across the country, he 
sensed a gmt need for teadiers 
to be mindftil of thoughttess 
mastery of matoitd. By this he 
meant that all too often students 
are given and merely use 
"forumlas." "In maslery learning 
that is truly thoughtfU. the skills 
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are learned as aids to, not 
replacement for, judgement." 
For instance, if you want to score 
goals and win soccer ^mes, you 
learn skills but judge how and 
when to use them. He urged 
teachers to break unthinking 
habits and an over-reliance on 
procedures. He asked teu:hers to 
oicourage students to rethink; 
ask what if; to provide challenges 
which allow the student to gain 
knowledge and insight without 
feeling threatened or intimidated. 
Secondly, he asked that 
classrooms become a more 
thoughtful place to learn. 
Thoughtful, in this context, 
means accepting, nurturing, uid 
kind. It also means morally and 
ethically honest. He donands 
that teachers set the example. 
Teachers must demonstrate 
thoughtfulness. He urged that 
teachers "become the intellectual 
coach, able to diagnose and 



prescribe because students have 
been oriented, enticed, and em- 
powered to perform. 

Hiis school year of fat c^pot- 
tunitiM to develop our talents as 
teacbos, to expand our horizons 
as«^ as tlujte of our students. I 
accept the clulle^es offovd. I 
know that my fellow VBEA 
members also accept this 
challoige.

Overdue correction is buying opportunity Bank ' 'topping out' ' rescheduled 




Concern over a drop in the 
dollar sparked a 70 point decline 
in the market last week. Renters 
of this column should recognize 
that plunge as no surprice - ac- 
tually healthy - in a bull market. 

The purpose of vicious correc- 
tions is to reinstill fear and force 
as many traders as possible to the 
sidelines as quickly as possible. 
Typically, the market then swit- 
ches back to the upside, carrying 
with it as few players as possible. 



Over the short term, you can 
expect more of the same volitiiity 
in the stock market. Continued 
fear of additional weakness in the 
dollar may diase more investors 
to the sidelines. However, our 
charts indicate the dollar is ap- 
proaching a major bottom and 
the minority of the correction is 
over and the bond market should 
b^ntofirm. •; ., 

Bull markets always climb a 
"wall of worry" and, thanks to 
the recent weakness in the doUar, 
the wall has been firmly recon- 
structed. Supported by this 
backround of fear, the market 
should persist higher over the 
n«tt month. 

When a bear market rorrec- 
tion begins, it won't be with 
sirens howling. The mark of a 
bear market is that it begins by 
chipping away at portfolios 
slowly. Few investors are aware 
that much of anything is hap- 
pening until it accelerates and the 



majority are trapped with losses. 
Dramatic and violent corrections 
are- hallmarks of bull market 
corrections. The beginning of a 
sustained down trend will not be 
obvious. 

It's a loser game to try to time 
a market pullbaek when everyone 
is trying to do the Same thing. 
Any weakness at this juncture 
should be viewed as a buying op- 
portunity. Since bonds are 
probing for a bottom and a 
potential rally, the equity market 
should rally in a broader fashion 
to include secondaries. 

MISSION POSSIBL£: Your 
mission for the remainder of the 
year, should you accept it, is to 
Find the less obvious value stocks. 
Consumer stocks should com- 
mand interest as employment 
gains continue strong, consumer 
confidence rises and consumer 
spending accelerates.

Personal crisis occurs when we 
experience a loss, large or small, 
which plunges us into a period of 
adjustment.

Moving from one 
georgraphical area involves losses 
of friends, family, relationships 
and memories. A bettCT under- 
standing of personal losses and 
their effects on us can help us 
overcome our fears and feelinp 



of having been robbed and 
disp<messed. 

Whm we experience a loss and 
periods of adjustments, we need 
not be afraid of experiencing our 
own feelings — sometimes even 
the ftiU range of our emotions — 
of love, anger, hate, sorrow, 
guilt, fear, shune, self-blame, 
and evm p<Msibly short periods 
of jc^ tmi cmitentment. After 
becoming more familiar with our 
emotions, it is important to 
rect^nize that we have a right 
and a responnbility to take our 
own losses seriously. Grief, 
ignored and denied, can harm us 
in many ways — physically, 
emotionally, and spiritually. 
Fadng our losxs is a part of fin- 
ding our ft'eedom again. That's 
how healing occurs. 



Many people, who are ex- 
perioidng grief, fear that they 
are "goii« crazy." Experiencing 

grief should not be confused with 
mental iUi^. It just feels that 
way sometimes. Did you ever 
think you were "going crazy" 
when you experienced 
sleeplessness, fear, anxiety, guilt, 
intense anger, a deorease or loss 
of interest in activities, and a 
preocoipation with yourself and 
many ssui feelings? 

You do not have to be afraid 
because each of these feelings can 
be a part of an individual's 
grieving process. Initially, in- 
creased sadness and depression 
set in when many things arc a 
reminder of our loss.

Bernadean Woodhouse. 
recreation leader with the Virginia 
Beach Parks and Recreation 
Department, spoke these words 
but the senior citizens at the 
Seatack Senior Center couldn't 
agree more. 

One reason may be that the 
Scatack Senior Center is the only 
Monday through Friday senior 
citizen program sponsored by the 
Parks and Recreation Depar- 
tment. "Working together five 
days a week you can't help but 
get close," said Thcrraa Salsbury, 
van driver for the center.

Mary Liverman, a participant 
of the program since 1972, 
remembers when they didn't have 
a bus but were picked up m an 
old station wajon. At that time 
there were only dght regulars atten- 
ding the center. Liverman sighed, 
"I have seen many pec^le come ami 
go throughout the years." Today 
the center averages 28 participan- 



ts a day with most takmg auvaii- 
fage of tlie fransportaffoh 
provided. 

After an opening invocatfoii or 
poem, the group sits back and 
visits while enjoying coffee and 
donuts. The noise swells and Jack 
Gregg teases Susie Walton about 
being an "old folk." "Your're 
no young one yourself!" Walton 
retorted. 

If the weather cooperates they 
head outdoors for a walk, 
Depending on their ability, the 
participants walk up to one mile 
around the park behind the cen- 
ter. 

After the walk Woodhouse and 
Salsbury take the seniors shop- 
ping or begin craft lessons. They 
teach everything from quilting 
and macrame to making lace 
pillows and place mats. If the 
supervisors get stuck during a 
project you can bet that someone 
there will help them out. 

"There is a lot of talent here," 
bragged Woodhouse, "you 
should see the beautiful roosters 
Jack Gregg carves out of wood 
and the macrame plant hangers 
made by Jesse S. Joseph Sr." 

Joseph is one of the favorites 
among the seniors and it is easy 
to see why. At the age of 65 
Joseph is one of the most active 
and cheerful seniors at the center. 
He assists the supervisors in xt- 
ving the hot lunches, excels at 
crafts, and entertains anyone 
within earshot. These feats may 
not seem very special except that 
Joseph has been blind since he 
was 33 years old.

Victim- Witness Program 

Vk liuLs of crime deserve a fair trial and coni- 
passioiuiic treatment. 

Noi only does a fair trial depend on the victim's 
uiiijcrstunding of the courtroom procedures and 
the way her or his testimony is delivered, but it 
depends on a witness's willingness to testify. 

That is why' the city has a victim-witness assistan- 
ce program. The program, implemented for the 
benefits of crime victims and witnesses, helps to 
acquaint them with the steps involved in bringing a 
case to trial and what services are available to them. 

The program's staff can help eligible victims of 
violent crime or their surviving family members 
with financial comp>ensation through the state's 
Victim Compensation Fund. Such compensation 
can be included for: 

•victim's medical expenses; 

•wage loss if employed at the time of, or within 
three months before the crime; 

•certain reasonable and necessary expenses 
caused by crime; and 

•funeral/burial expenses. 

Victims or witnesses may have questions regar- 
ding time lost from work for a trial, personal 
property taken as evidence, escorts to court and 
crime-related threats or harassment, which the 
program can clarify. 

The commonwealth's attorney's office realizes 
that a trial can be an inconvenience for witnesses 
and is making an effort to reduce time required for 
trial. It also realizes the necessity of a fair and 
compassionate treatment for the victims. 

It is ^timated that one out of four American 
fiunilies will this year be a victim of violent crime. 
One day, a witness may be a defendant or victim 
and her or his case will depend on the willingness of 
a witnns.

Senate candidate takes issue 
with local newspaper editorial 



Editor: 

A recent editorial in one of the 
city's leading newspapers blunes 
city council for too many 
referendums when the blame 
really lies with the state 
legislature. It seems to forget that 
Virginia is one of the few states 
where the Dillon Rule 
emasculates the power of local 
city councils to the point where 
its members must go hat in hand, 
to beg the state l^slatura to let 
than save a tree. 

City council, for the 1986 
session of the state Iq^slature. 
did request a tree protection or- 
dinance and House Bfll 42 was in- 
troduced to {H-ovi^ this protec- 
tion. It was defeated by the lob- 
byists and having attoided the 
senate sub-committee and^com- 
mittee meetings on this bill, I can 
testify to their power in Rich- 
mond. I would suggest that you 
request copies of the minutes of 
these meetings if any are kept. 

The city council is now acting 
responsibly and courageomty to 
bring, through a referendum, 
public support and pressure to 
bear on the state legislature to 
give us what we should have been 
allowed to decide for ourselves. 

As to the increased charter 
bond authority, one gets the im- 
pression from the newspapCT that 
ihtrc is no potiiWe harm in 
bonowing monqr. The federal 
govonnent has been doing this 
for years, ft is called deficit spen- 
ding and has led to the un- 
precedented, trillions of dollars, 
national debt, which today is one 
of the greatest concerns of 
saiousHninded persons in the 



country. Congress was just recen- 
tly forced to raise the debt limit 
on the nation's bonding 
authority. Why should we get 
ourselves in this sort of jam 
voluntarily? 

The editorial also fails to men- 
tion that both the city charter and 
the code of Virginia require ap- 
proval by the voters, through a 
referendum, before the charter 
bond authority can be increased. 
This was not done in 1986 when 
the state legislature approved, 
without a referendum, the in- 
creased $8 million charter bond 
authority for highways. 

The reaction of the people of 
Virginia Beach to this high- 
handed action was clearly ex- 
pressed by their votes in May, 
which radically changed the com- 
position of dty council. To the 
best of my knowledge no one on 
city council has openly advocated 
using this additional bonding 
authority, knowing full well that 
it could be political suicide. 

This inCTeased charter bond 
authority may have been spon- 
sored, as the newspapo- st^ed, 
by Councilman Heischober, but 
it was State Senator Clarence 
Holland who first presented the 
idea to the civic leaders of 
Virginia Beach as a qpmintmiise to 
the defeated 198S bond referen- 
dum. The civic leaders rejected 
the idea but Holland per«isted 
and in spite of vigorous op- 
position by the Council of Civic 
Organizations, the Ciiizens Ac- 
U<m Coalition Inc., Senator Joe 
Canada, Delegate Glen Mc- 
Clanan and Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan, it was approved. 



The newspaper editorial failed 
to recognize the cause of the 
city's dilemma and its obvious 
solution. It is universally 
recognized today in this country 
that the cost of providing the 
roads, schools, and other services 
required by development, par- 
ticularly by home construction, 
can place an intolerable financial 
burden on cities, counties and 
states. California, Florida uid 
other states have adopted impact 
fees which are the only logical an- 
swer to the financial needs of Vir- 
ginia Beach for capital im- 
provements for roads, schools, 
parks, recreation buildinp and 
Atlantic Avenue. 

Virginu must join these other 
states if we are going to catch up 
on the roads and other things we 
need. The city residents can no 
longer be expc^^ted to heavily sub- 
sidize development through 
higher and hi^er property taxes 
and increased property 
assessments. Unfortunately the 
state legislature will not allow 
impact fees. 

The Government Advisory 
Committee to the Governor's 
Conuriission on TranspcHtation 
has now listed impact and tran- 
sfer fen as two options favored 
to create additional revenues to 
support transportation projects. 
What we need nqw are 
courageous l^slators in Ridi- 
mond who will ignore the power- 
ful lobbies and wet responsibly to 
protect the cities and their 
residents from years of inddited- 
ness ami exorbitant taxes.

Expect a tough ride 
as market goes higher 




Mark Twain once observed, 
"when speculating in the stock 
market, the month of September 
can be one of the most difficult to 
make money. Other months one 
should be concerned with would 
include October, November, 
December, January, February, 
March, April, May, June, July 
and August." 

Going into September 
following the Fed's lead of 



raising interest rates places a lot 
of mixed emotions in the market- 
place. Mixed emotions, someone 
told me, are the feelings one gets 
as he sees his shiny, new car go 
off the cliff with his mother-in- 
law behind the wtfeel. 

As a rule, higher interest rates 
place, a negative impact on the 
bond market and stock market. 
This recent action by the Fed may 
prove to be an exception to the 
rule as this increase appears to be 
intended to firm the sliding dollar 
rather than cooling an 
overheating economy. In fact, it 
may take more than last week's 
\^ point dose to cure the ailing 
dollar. 

Contrary to popular belief, the 
stock market may very well com- 
plete the third quarter on a very 
positive note. Some very choppy 
days are quite likely, but one last 
rally can be expected that will 
carry the Dow 150 noints higher. 



The indicators that we watch 
argue that a setback is coming 
but not yet. 

The recent persistent weakness 
in the dollar has led many to flee 
for the exits. Fears that the slide 
in stock prices would continue 
were reflected last week in a 
sharp rise in put buying activity. 
The put/call ratio jumped to a 
level more associated with market 
rally phases than corrective ones. 
So, I'm stick^ig to my guns that 
this recent weakness is a buying 
opportunity, even with rates 
going somewhat higher. 

Don't lose your head at this 
point. Remember that the Dow 

has rallied over 500 points from 
its April low of around Dow 2200 
without any meaningful setback. 
I think it is rational to expect a 
correction such as we've seen 
(170 points) and that most of the 
excesses have now been 
alleviated.

City officials called it a coup. 

After a long, roUer-coaster- 
like courtship, Lillian Vernon 
Corp., the internationally 
known catalog company, head- 
quartered in Mt. Vonon, 
N.Y., finally accepted the city's 
proposal and decided to 
relocate its distribution center 
and warehouse to a 454,000 
square-foot building on a 45- 
acre site in 0(%ana West In- 
dustrial Park. Ground was 
broken May 1, with completion 
scheduled for fall 1988. (The 
company's headquarters and 
Customer Communications 
Center will remain in New 
York.) 

Lillian Vernon, whose 1987 
sales are projected at $150 
million, will become one of the 
city's largest industrial em- 
ployers — second only to 
Stihl, Inc., — hiring ap- 
proximately 450 people, with an 
additional 250 to 300 hired 
during peak seasons from Oc- 
tober to E)ecember. The com- 
pany's annual payroll is 
estimated at nearly $7 million, 
excluding those seasonal 
workers. 

The Lillian Vernon announ-" 
cement in March brought alT'' 
kinds of good news to Virginia 
Beach. For instance, the com- 
pany plans to spend close to S20 
million on its new building, 
land, and equipment; that 
equates to approximately 
$165,000 or more per year in 
taxes, based on the city's 
current tax structure. The com- 
pany's activities will generate 
additional revenue for the city 
and state through sales and per- 
sonal property taxes, business 
licoise fees and local purchases. 

"Virginia is the kind of state, 
and Virginia Beach is the kind 
of city, we have been looking 
for," said Lillian Vemcm Katz 
in making the announcement. 
"The Hamtpon Roads area has 
a large labor forct that is ready, 
willing, and able to do a good 
job.

The young firm of profess- 
ional designers was approach- 
ed by the late Lazlo Aranyi, 
the architectural designer of 
the library, after a visit to 
one of the firm's innovative 
design installations. 

"Our rapport began at that 
moment, without knowing 
each other," says Ray Jen- 
nings, principal of the firm. 
"His ability to immediatdy 
sense our unique approach in 
that environment tied the knot 
between the two firms. The 
city's program called for an 
unusual direction in public 
library facilities. To move 
away from the traditional 
library building was rather 
daring and at the same time his 
recognized abilities in solar 
designs was a natural for a 
building in which light is so 
very important. Teamed with 
our abilhy to add color excite- 
ment, I bdieve it will be a 
n»at aoqrtional facility for 
the citizens to utilize. 

"His primary concern was 
that he sded an interior design 
firm that could foQow throu|^ 
his concept of the building. 1 
was obvioudy excited at the 
opportunity in that we were 
looking SO years ahead in 
concqrt and it allowed us to 
explore new directions in de- 
sip. With SO years in mind, 
each functional aspect was 
reexamined after vi^ to re- 
cently completed fadlities of 
the same size," explains Jen- 
nings. 

"For the tax doUar spmt, 
we maximized the quality and 
found unique avenues to as- 
sure longevity and flexibility to 
allow the facility to continue 
"current" status in its service 
to the public. Flexibility and 
state of the art tire the princi- 
pal concepts that we used for 
the development of the near 
100.000 square feet." 

Wide expanses of space were 
left open in the solar oriented, 
two-story building. The archi- 
tects concept was to aUow 
natural li^t to penetrate the 
library and library stacks with 
minimum use of artificial 
lighting. With these guidettnes. 
the building, with its window- 
ed southern exposure, has 
atadcs Kt at a forty-five degxe 
an|^ to the building grid. In 
edition, this orientation al- 
kws tile central information 
desk on the first floor to 
monitor the aides, lounge and 
study areas. 

Due to the large expanses of 
stacks, visual orientation is 



developed along "avenues" 
leading to and dividing tiie 
usage departments. Direction- 
al graphics, suspended from 
the cdling above the 90-inch 
high stacks, give visibility 
from^e entrance of the 
fadlity. The stacks are "dis- 
play" type shelving, often 
aasocii^d with retail book 
store di^lay, allowing book 
cover (&play on angled riidves 
on the lower shetf sections. 
The four-foot wide aisle spac- 
ing thus allows the viewer 
more visual access to bottom 
didf di^lay; mtergrated light- 
ing in the canopy also in- 
creases the viewer's access to 
stored titles. A diffused acrylic 
panel serves as a marquee with 
the a{qplication of vinyl letter- 
ing designating subjects. 

Service de^s, staff votk 
areas, ud patrons' study areas 
are "stfstems" furniture, a 
current mode of furnishing 
office ^aces. The diangeabie 
pands, woA surfaces, and 
accessories allow ultimate flex- 
n>ility in arrangement, division 
of the woric areas, and accom- 
modatton of technical eqnip- 
moit at vartous hdghts. Fur^- 
ture used throu^ut the fad- 
lity also offers flezMity for 
future program changes. 

One of the dominant fea- 
tures of the interior of the 
hbruy is the graceful staircase 
rising from ^ first floor to 
the mezzanine on the second 
floor. Special use of color is 
another feature. Seating 
diroughont is cok>r coded for 
its particular use. Lounge seat- 
ing is color coded by dquut- 
ment for visual variety. The 
moveable study chairs will 
coordinate when moved to any 
other area. 

The youtii and adolescent 
area received q>ecial treatment 
to visually orient the ocean- 
front Itfe style of the city. 
Lai^ striped umbrdlas are 
suqiended. at a safe hdght, to 
create small activity areas, in 
which lounge chairs in the 
shape of people and large 
round beach ball cushions 
accentuate the "beach" 
theme, one of playfulness in 
the midst of the formal library 
setting. 

In essence, the interior de- 
sign approach is to enlarge the 
architect's use of space and 
light to functional application, 
to hi^iglit tlw city's special 
identity, and to employ the 
"systems" furniture approach 
whkA allows for flexMity of 
usage, keying pace with the 
r^rid expandon of Virginia 
Beach, Virginia's largest dty. 
The library irill use the interior 
designer's concepts to allow 
for ftexibility and growth as 
the needs of the staff and 
patrons change.

Central Library near, the dty 
will now ooMenteate on np- 
g^atting tiie tondi libraries 
and devdoping new facilities 
to handle tiie demand in the 
hig)i g^wth ndg^borhoods.

For more than 40 years the 
Kotarides Baking Company 
has been delivering its bread 
in white and yellow trucks, 
sporting the portrait of the 
wholesome-looking girl, ^t 
the com-pany's first delivery 
vehicles were actually horse- 
drawn carts. 

The horses' home was the 
bakery's first nuuiafacturing 
plant at 439 Church Street in 
Norfolk, establidied by Alex 
Kotarides in 1913. Privately 
owned throughout its history, 
the bakery has remained in 
the family for three genera- 
tions. 

In 1939, the bakery moved 
to its present headquarters at 
1513 MonticeUo Ave. Up until 
that time, it had been market- 
ing its bread under the Kota- 
rides name, but with the move 
to a new facility, the family 
decided a new image was 
needed, thus the name Mary 
Jane was adopted. 

The bread, packaged in 
yeUow wrap, was the first bread 
in Tidewater to use bright 
colors in its packaging, mak- 
ing it conspicuous to shoppers 
on the grocery shelves. Mary 
Jane Bread also became the 
first in Tidewater to be pack- 
aged in plastic wrap rather 
than wax paper. . 

Mary Jane Bread opened up 
a plant in Portsmouth in 1974. 
hs sole function was to pro- 
duce rolls for the fast food 
industry. 

In June, 1984, the company 
opened up a distribution and 
thrift store in the Norfolk 
Industrial Park to better serve 
its Southside customers.

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Virginia Natural Gas 
salutes city, festival 



When the first Neptune 
Festival was hdd in 1974 in 
Virginia Beach, growth in the 
natural gas business was al- 
most at a standstill. Few new 
gas customers were being add- 
ed because of a moratorium 
imposed in 1973 on all new gas 
services due to the artificially 
low federal pricing of natural 
gas. 

The moratorium was lifted 
in 1979, and the gas depart- 
ment of Vepco added enou^ 
new cUstomo^ to ^ark a task 
force inve^gation into the 
possibility of creating a sepa- 
rate gas division. In 1^1, 
Virginia Bectric and Power 
Company created a separate 
gas division that today is 
known as Virginia Natural Gas 
(VNG). The reorganization of 
the old gas dq>artment into a 
separate division provided 
greater management focus, 
q)ecialization and concentra- 
tion of effort for the gas 
operations. 

In July 1%6, VNG and 
Virginia Power became sq)a- 
rate subsidiaries of Dominion 



Resources, Inc. 

For over 113 years, con- 
sumers in the Hampton Roads 
area have been served by 
basically the same gas com- 
pany. Originally chartered in 
1850 as the City Gas Associ- 
ation to provide gas for light- 
ing the streets of Norfolk, the 
company has changed through 
the years into what is now 
Virginia's second largest gas 
utiUty. 

In 1%9, VqKO added the 
Virginia Beach Gas Corpora- 
tion to its gas operations. The 
addition of this company tliat 
served oceanfront residents 
added over 1,000 new gas 
customers. 

At natural gas became mote 
available, the demand for it 
expanded rapidly in the VNG 
service area including the fast- 
growing Virginia Beach. But 
until recoitly, only i^ut 10 
percent of consumers in Vir- 
ginia Beach had the dioice of 
uang natural gas. In 1983, die 
furst major gas main extension 
since 1973 was installed in the 
Dunwoody section of Pine 



Ridge in Virginia Beadi. This 
new main opened up potential 
for serving 30,000 more cus- 
tomers in the resort city. 

Over the years, the number 
of customos in Virginia Beach 
has grown as more and more 
residents dther convert exist- 
ing facilities or install gas 
systems in their home. Na- 
tural gas is currentiy being 
supplied to many of the city's 
newest subdivisions indudhig 
Rosemont Forest, - Ocean 
Lakes, Salem Woods, Alexan- 
dria and Broad Bay Estates. 

According to Jerry Xlaneza, 
district manager for the uti- 
lity's Southern District, "We 
have been wdl received by the 
buUding community not only 
in Virginia Beach but in all 
areas of Hampton Roads as a 
result of increased consume 
demand. Builders are now 
coming to us for natural gas 
because they have recognized 
that consomers want natural 
gas in their homes and that 
homes with natural gas sell 
betttt."

In 1%9, a not-for-profit 
corporation. General Hospital 
of Virginia Beidi, Inc., wu 
formed to purchase and ex- 
pand the hos^tal. Following 
the decision, Mrs. Levi Old 
donated a 20-acre tract of land 
on First Colonial Road in 
memory of her huriiand. Dr. 
Levi Old Sr., a well-known 
local phjraidan. 

On July 2, 1965, 34 patients 
were transferred from the 25th 
Street hospital to the newly- 
built, four-story. 100-bed fad- 
lity on the donated land. At 
that time. First Colonial Road 
was a two-lane country road— 
the hospital was literally buOt 
m the midst of a com fidd.

Negotiations were so top-secret, 
that Deputy City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts designed a 
special stamp with a code sym- 
bol so the company's name 
would never appear atop 
documents. Not eva dty coun- 
cil members knew of the 
posdlHlity untU this faU. 

Tbe company first conadered 
Virginia Beach after mMidng an 
■d in a tratte publication. In- 
vitatioas from 20 other states, 
including New York, made the 
oooqietition keen. By Uat sum- 
mer, the choice had been 
aammed to Virginia Beadi and 
New Yorit; the stakes were 
high. Whenever New York 
made an offer, Virginia Beach 
countered. It was a videotape, 
stressii« the resort city's low 
anidoymoit turnover rate, that 
dndied the deal. 

Katz started her company in 
1931, placing an ad in a 
magazine for a handbag and a 
bdt. Sx wedcs later, oakn 
totalling $16,000 were being 
filled from her kitchen table. 
By 1986, ihe company's 35th 
anniversary, annual sales 
reached $137 million frcmi the 
mailing of 92 million catalogs in 
1 1 editions to 7 million buyers. 



The Central Library has 
been designed for (qrtimum 
energy eCBdency to reduce 
operating costs. Computer 
analysis cf preliminary build- 
ing design alternatives con- 
firmed that the major energy 
costs will be for lighting and 
air condittoning. Lighting was 
predicted to account tot 35 
percent of the building's 
annual energy use with air 
oonditkming at 42 percent. 

Respondbg to these speci- 
fic energy k>ads, the Iniild- 
mg's architectural features, 
lifting and HVAC systems 
have been carefidly designed 
to use natural dayOghting and 
to reduce cooling loads. 

The Library's unique shape 
is directly expressive of the 
building's orientation toward 
the sun. Designing the build- 
ing to collect" natural daylight 
reduces lighting energy costs 
significantly suitable for a 
library. The building plan is 
elongated on the east-west 
axis to maximize the amount 



of Sonth-ftdBg windows. The 
stepped roof creates ribbons 
of clerestory windows v^iidi 
bring daylight to interior 
spaces far from the outside 
walls. Two courtyards create 
lightwells providing natural 
Ught, views, and natural venti- 
latkm to rooms «^di othCT- 
wise would be interim spaces. 

Special efibrts have been 
made to assure that the natur- 
al da^i^iting does not create 
problems such as excessive 
contrasts and gjare. Cefling 
hung acoustical baffles are 
k)cated under aO tlie deresto- 
ry windows to faitersect and, 
reflect beams of dayligfat. This 
creates an indirectly daylighted 
en^nmment deriga/bd tot vis- 
ual comfort and efficiency. For 
increased savii^ the electri- 
cal lights in thbe areas are 
automatically dimmed in re- 
sponse to the amount of 
daylight present. 

Several energy-^dent de- 
sign strategies have been 
induded in the project to 



reduce air coodilhming coats.

The plan called for a 41,500 
square-foot facility housing 
nearly 100,000 gallons of fresh 
and saltwater aquariums in 
unique combination with 
numerous hands-on exhibits to 
involve the visitor in every 
aspect of the state's marine en- 
vironment.

Princess Anne Inn 

A family trigMton 



The Princess Anne Inn has 
been a part of Virginia Beach's 
history since 1923. The original 
building was the home of the 
Groves family in the 1890's and 
was purchased by the Tait 
family who transformed it into 
a hotel. It was known as the 
Tait Cottage. 

William Henry Sterling, 
grandfather of the current 
owners, bought the hotd from 
the Tait family and renamed it 
Princess Anne Hotd in 1923. 
His only son Scott took over the 
operation of the hotel with his 
mother, Dorothy Frame 
Sterling, upon his father's 
death. Scott married in 19S1 
and within eight years, his wife, 
Keithley, presented him with 
the Ave children who. operate 
the hotel today. 



The Prinoen Anne Hotel was 
torn down in the fall of 1 962 af- 
ter surviving many of the migor 
storms over the years wch as 
the two hurricanes of lSf33, and 
the 1944 hurricane which stiU 
h(rids the record in the Ham- 
pton Roads area for the highest 
wind speed of 13S mph gusting 
to ISO m|di. In the spring of 
1962. the Ash Wednesday storm, 
a hkMlheastcr, hit Virgima Beach 
but also did not damage the 
Princess Anne Hotd. 

The new hotd was named the 
Princess Anne Inn and 
reopened in May 1963. The 
hotel cost approximately 
SSOO.OOO then and the current 
replacement cost would be ap- 
proximately $4,500,000. 

There are several items of 
memorabilia stashed in various 



fiiaoes at the Princess Anoelmi 
which surface oocasicmally. In 
the current IcMay, a photo 
dis|day has been arranged with 
photos dating back to the 
1930's. Hie owners wdcome 
anyone vbo would like to view 
these pbMos especially those 
who could hdp identify any of 
the people in the photos. 

Hie checkbook ledga of 
1927 has surfaced recently and 
reveals many interesting con- 
trasts to today's biOs and fees. 
For example, the dectric bill in 
April of 1927. paid to the Nor- 
folk and Southern Railroad, 
was $14.60 for one month's 
dectridty to the hotd. In May 
of 1927 the dty taxes paid by 
the hotd to the aty <rf A^ginia 
Beach were $33.20. We are not 
sure if dm was a partial pay- 
ment. In June of 1927 a chedc 
was issued to the Princess Anne 
Country Qab for $21.50 which 
paid membership dues and 
lodn- rental fee for one fiiD 
year. The paynM at the Prin- 
cess Anne Hotd in 1927 was a 
whole $320.03 for a week in 
July. 

The Princess Anne Inn is still 
family owned and operated. It 
is opoi on a year round basis 
and offers many amenities to 
its guests. Please stop by for a 
look at its place in the history of 
Virginia Beach.

It 
is a computerized system that is 
manned 24-hours a day and 
provides both monitoring and 
control of the distribution 
system. Located at the Utility 
Operations Building on Lands- 
town Road, the Utility Control 
Center consists of primary and 
backup computers, two CRT 
input/output consoles, disk and 
tape drives, and associated 
equipment. 

Located at seven water pum- 
ping stations are 
microprocessors that control 
the stations' basic functions 
reports various conditions to 
the Utility Contrd Center. 

The Control Center 
operators are Imowledgeable in 
both the dty's public water 
distribution system and the 
computer systems. Unng the 
computer consoles, the 
operators can monitor the 
operation parameters of the 
sevoi water pumping stations. 
They can also respond to alar- 



ms that are generated by the 
computer when the normal 
parameter limits are exceeded. 

The computer operators have 
radio dispatching capabilities 
and monitor the fire dispat- 
ching frequency. When a fire 
occurs, the operators are in a 
position of immediately deter- 
mining the extent of the fire by 
seeing the impacts on the 
distribution system and respon- 
ding to the situation. 

Major structural fires are 
routindy raponded to by a 
member of the Department of 
Public Utflities superviswy or 
management staff. When 
necessary, the responding 
Public Utilitia employee can 
direct the control center 
operator to increase the water 
pressure and flow to areas of 
the dty. By vaaog the coa^wter 
modules, ttie operator can turn 
on or off pumping station 
valves and pumps as necessary 
to meet the fire fighting de- 
mands.

National leaders will join America's youth in 
reciting the Pledge of Allegiance to our flag at 1 
p.m. (EDT), via a live broadcast from Washington, 
D.C. Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, Ret., 
Chairman of the Commission on the Bicentennial 
of the U.S. Constitution, will lead Americans in a 
reading of the Preamble to the Constitution.

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Restore teenagers' sense of conscience 



Editor: 

Recently, syndicated Car- 
toonist Locher, of the Chicago 
Tribune, pictured a grammar 
sdiooi boy saying to his ensconced 
mother, "Okay it's 'back to 
school time. Let's see if I got 
everything . . . lunch box, 
crayons, note book, sex 
education primer, teacher strike 
emergency plan, and Aids Defen- 
sive Manual — " 

Funny? I'm not sure. 

Something is amiss. As a 
parent. I know it, and you know 
it. We seem to be losing control 
of our children. Misunderstand- 
ing reigns in our homes and teen 
years have become a time of 
despair. What are we fighting? 
What's the kid in the cartoon 
illustrating and from whence 
cometh the confusion? 

For the past 20 years, families 
in America have been subjected 
to an endless array of bad ideas, 
including the sexual revolution, 
no-fault divorce laws, 
devastating taxes, hostility to 
chUdren, abortion on demand, 
ridicule of moms, war between 
the sexes, the gay lifestyle, and 
the horrible plague of obscenity 
and drugs. Today, half the 
families in America end in divor- 
ce, our children pow up too soon 
and the gradual demise of the 
family continues, without in- 
terruption. 

The most formidable 
organization affecting the 
traditional family today is the 
Planned Parenthood FedCTation 
of America, which has leveled its 
clout at our children, via its plan- 
ned school-based cUnics.

decreases in pregnancies and 
abortions were actually con- 
siderable increases. Planned 
Parenthood's four point plan was 
not and is not working. 

In light of the AIDS ddimma 
and current problms in school 
and at home, it's important that 
we have our own four point plan. 

First. Let's not allow the st^es 
or their self-appointed "saviors" 
to undermine parental authority. 
Parents hold the key to respon- 
sible behavior in teenagers. In 
every state where parental con- 
sent for abortion lus been rein- 
stated, the indices of teen 
pregnancy, abortion and births- 
have dropped dramaticdly. 

Secondly. Teach sexual ab- 
stinoice to teenagers, just as we 
teach them to absUun frcnn drug 
and alcohol usage and other 
harmful behavior. Kids must 
learn that if you play, you pay. 

Hiirdly. Remove the incoitives 
for teens to become pregnant. 
Today, an adolescent can obtain 
her own apartment and several 
hundred dollars per month from 
the state for having a baby out of 
wedlock. This should be allowed 
only if th^ remain at home with 
their parents. 

Finally, we should teach our 
diildrai to devdc^ a reveroioe 
for God Ahnighty, thus teaching 
them much needed Judiac- 
Christian ethics and truth. The 
man-centered, humanistic 
philosophy of Planned I^uvnt- 
hood is bankrupt, and not 
working. It is imperative that we 
attempt to restore a sense of con- 
science to our young people, and 
constructively assist them as they 
grow through their teenage yean.

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The art of 

roasting 

marshmallows 

What I did on my summo- 
vacation. 

I spoit the rainiest weekend 
of the sunmier. Labor Day 
weekend, camping in a toit 
along the Shenandoah River. If 
you think it was wet in Ports- 
mouth, you should have seen 
me trying to cook breakfast 
over a soggy campfire, steady 
rain pouring down and no rain 
^ar. 

A (j^uick purchase of an 
orange slicker and a few nibbles 
on the fishing line were convin- 
cing enough for me to brave the 
weather another day. 

Oat prerequisite to cutting 
out from work a half-day early 
was the demand that 1 have a 
relaxing weekend. Well, one 
rouMn't have found herself iri 
a more relaxing situation. 
Either I had a fishing pole in my 
hand or a roasted marshmallow 
in my mouth. The most energy I 
exerted was keeping the camp- 
fire going. 

All worldy matters set aside, 
the most mental energy I ex- 
pended was in perfecting the art 
of roasting marshamllows. 
That ensured that the campfire. 
wouldn't go out. 

It's a curious creation, the 
marshmallow, an ultra-rich 
chunk of meringue. And it's a 
treat for me because the only 
time I ever eat them is when I go 
camping, about once a year. 

The first trick to roasting a 
marshmallow is to find and 
keep a good stick. The best are 
long, sturdy, green sticks, 
which can have many prongs on 
which to skewer the marsh- 
mallows. I ran into difficulty, 
however, because my sticks 
were continually. Mstakoi fot 
campfire fueCf ' aa hon^t 
mistake seeing that dfy 
firewood grew harder and har- 
der to find as the rain continued 
to pour down steadily. 

The aim is to get an overall 
golden bro^n marshmallow 
with the center thoroughly 
cooked and gooey. This in- 
volves locating the best area of 
the fire in which to cook it and 
the right elevation away from 
the coals in which to hold the 
marshmallow. 

Roasting the perfect mar- 
shmallow is a test of skill and 
patience. The first few mar- 
shmallows are usually cooked 
in haste, in anticipation of 
satisfying the long-awaited urge 
for the delectable treat. There- 
fore the first ones are usually 
the crispiest and most charred. 

The mistake many people 
make is hastily holding the mar- 
shmallow in the hottet pocket 
of a fire, where the coals are 
white and the air is flickering in 
the heat's intensity. A matter of 
seconds could mean the dif- 
ference between getting a 
brown or getting a black mar- 
shmallow. 

It is trickier yet to cook more 
than one marshmallow at a time 
on one stick. It's a trick of the 
wrist and steady rotation, 
making sure one marshmallow 
isn't getting done faster than 
the others. That one marsh- 
mallow could be the one that 
winds up falling into the coals, 
leaving one camper very 
unhappy. 

Eating the perfect marsh- 
mallow is a matter of etiquette. 
Only the chosen person to «it 
the marshmallow should 
remove it from the stick. That 
way, if they remove only Uie 
ouuide shell of the marsh- 
mallow leaving the gooey mid- 
dle behind, she or he maka the 
decision to either bite off the 
remaining marshmallow frwB 
the stick or use her fin^rs, or 
return it to the fire and teeook 
it. 

I sugg^ recooking it as a last 
resOTt. A marshmallow can be 
TttmA approximately three to 
four times. Four times the 
mil^e but only one-fourth the 
satisfaction «u;h time.

We the people decide on a 
Constitution celebration — In 
this activity, children will be 
voting on ideas by which they can 
celebrate the Constitution's bir- 
thday. 

Making laws — from a set of 
graphics, children decide on 
whetho^ a law is the api»^opriate 
way to deal with each situation. 

The Constitution is in our lives 
today — discusses laws which 
all Americans must obey. 

Childroi in grades through 6 
may have these activities: 



Find it in the Constitution — 
Working from a worksheet 
students will be able to identify 
specific references contained in 
the preamble, the seven articles 
or the 26 amendments. 

You were there — student 
debates over the issues that faced 
our founding fathers in 1787. 

A total of 17 exercises with ac- 
companying worksheets and 
study guides make About Our 
Constitution one of the most 
comprehensive study units 
ava^ble, especially for elemen- 
tary children. The Virginia Beach 
Education Association has made 
sel^ted copies of these activities 
available to its representatives in 
each of the city's elementary 
schools so that your elementary 
child's teacher can see what is 
available to use in the classroom.

Fire truck response — why so many?

The professional firefighters of 
Virginia Batch are often asked 
when th^ arrive on a fire scene 
why so many fire trucks are 
necxied when the owner told the 
fire dispatchor that the fire was 
small. The question is quickly an- 
swered, and the firefighters 
proceed to check out the fire, 
please clip this article out and 
give it to your neighbor so thqr 
will also understand. 

The firefighters, just like 
everyone else, learn from 
mistakes. Many timi» a citi^n 
calls the 911 emergency number 
to report a small fire on a stove. 
When the fire department arrives 
four to six minute later, the 
cabinets and walls are burning. 
The citizens stated that they 
didn't want a big truck, but just a 
tiny one without its red lights on, 
because they didn't want the 
neighbors to know the fire (Apar- 
tment came to their house. 

Now picture that for a 
minute ... a tiny fire truck 
without its red lights on. Do you 
rodize how long it would take to 
fight rush hour traffic without 
r«i lights on? And, just how big 
is a tiny fire truck??? 

Fires are very unpredictable. 
You may think the fire is out by 
using the garden hose on it, but it 
may very well be continuing to 
burn inside the cabinets and into 
the attic or walls. O the fire may 
be small now but syppose the fire 
truck nearest your home is out on 
another call and there is a delay 
ia time for the nat closest fire 
truck to arrive. Nevw assume the 
fire is out. Call 911 and get the 
Virginia Beach Fire Departtnat 
oa the ro^. That is no charge 
for the services of your fire 
department. 

The Virginia Beach Emergency 
Operation Center is looited un- 
dcrpound at the City HaU com- 
plex. When the aUl anaa m for 
any type of fire inside a residen- 
m, the fire dispatclier will 
respond two pumpo^ ami om 
ladder. Two pmapmi are needed 
for every fire, om to sUy at the 
Kene and operate h(»es and otx 
pumper lays h«e to tte doKst 
fire hydrant. The ladd« «mi- 
pany takes care of smoke 
raMvd and property ronsor- 
vation. 

If ycMi have a small fire inwie 
your home and you fed ^Ju can 
extinguish it safely, thai do so. 



Please purchase an ABC all pur- 
pose fire extinguisher for your 
home and read the instructions 
on how to operate it. If the fire 
quickly goes out and has done 
some damage to the home, call 
the 911 Emergency number at 
once. If the fire is too large to 
handle, get out of the home im- 
mediately and phone 911 from a 
neighbor's home. Never go back 
into a fire building once you have 
left it. 

The fire department will arrive 
shortly with three trucks and a 
RqttnHon Chief. Don't worry 



about the neighbors. If you let 
them in on what's happening, 
they may offer to help you clean 
up after the firefighters 
leave . . . think about it. 

E>on't worry about what the 
ndghbors will think, think about 
what is happening to your home 
with all that smoke. Insurance 
transactions are quicker with a 
fire report on file. Think fire 
safety and visit your fire station 
and pick up a pamphlet on fire 
safety. Fire Prevention Week is 
October 4-10.

One sumestion would 
be to tell them right now you 
"Just can't handle all the thbigs 
that you should have done." 
Protect yourself and spend time 
with people who are supportive 
and understanding. When we 
devdop amBrttSimacK^ com- 
fort awl strength, we usually find 
our feelings about.our loss don't 
wndCT (Hit of ooDtrol. 

Although good Mends are as 
ham to life and health as food 
and water, it's hard for most of 
us to trust others when we are 
vulnerable. Friends within our 
own family and friends outside of 
our own family are two most 
essential sources of caring. If you 
haven't the one, It's critiral that 
you develop the other. None of 
us is very strong without the love 
and comfort of other friends. 
Grieving in a personal loss in- 
volves searching and pursuing an 
environment where healing can 
best take place. 

Empathic People and Basic 
Care Providers are two types of 
people you may seek out for 
comfort and friendship. Em- 
pathic pec^le are good listeners

They may have different values 
from yours but still accept you 
for living in your own way.

They understand grief is not a 
disease and will tell you honestly 
when they are unable to be with 
you because of their own needs. 
Basic care providers worry about 
whether you are overworking, 
eating well, or taking adequate 
care of yourself. They come to 
you, and when practical 
problems arise, they make you 
feel welcome in their home. They 
also ktep confidential whatever- 
personal informaticm you share 
with them. BCP, like ^{Mthic 
people, help create a kind of 
warm atmosphere where your 
healing can occur. 

While we are preoccupied with 
grieving, frequently everyday 
problems in living become major 
crisis events. For example, it is 
easy to forget routine appoin- 
tments when under the stress of a 
personal crisis. Developing frien- 
dships with these kind of people, 
such as empathic people and 
basic care providers, is an essen- 
tial self-care activity and an lu- 
teal part of your own surviving 
persoiud crisis.

Sciortino said the new act goes 
farther in dealing with 
deflnitions — personal interest, 
personal interest in a contract or 
transactions, and business 
ownerships. 

Persoiud interest also takes in 
financial liability not limitol to 
the immediate family memhet. 

Under prohibited conduct, six 



areas are included which deal 
with accepting money or services 
for favors, the use of a position 
to obtain contracts ("normally 
defined as bribery"), using con- 
fidential information for one's 
own benefit, accepting money, 
gifts, etc., to influence actions; 
but political contributions are 
exempt. 

The prohibitions include two 
pages of exceptions. 

Disclosure forms will have to 
be filed by Jan. IS annually and 
when a person first takes office. 

Records will be maintained for 
five years.

Francis Land House 
1732 




Bdieved to have been built in 
1732, the Francis Land 
House's fine Dutch gambrel 
roof structure served as home 
for four generations of Francis 
Lands, one of the first families 
to settle in Princess Anne 
County. 

As early as the mid-1600s 
there was a Frands Land in 
the county. At a court sitting 
in 1647, the first Francis Land 
was made a warden of the 
Lynnhaven Parish. In 1654 he 
patented 1,020 acres of land 
that formed the original plan- 
tation. Successive Lands ser- 
ved as vestrymen, wardens and 
gentlemen justices of the 
court. When they lived on the 
plantation the nearest village 
would have been London 
Bridge. 

It was Captain Francis 
Land, III, who built the 
present house, the date having 
been determined by a brick 
located in the house's 
basement with the year 
"1732" etched into it. Captain 
Land had probably the highest 
profile in the family, serving 
as a Burgess representing 
Princess Armc County in the 
Colonial Capital at William- 
sburg from 1729 to 1734. 

The last male of the Land 
family was Francis Mosely 
Land. Upon his death in 1819 
the plantation was divided 
between his two daughters. 
Anne Land receive 389 acres 
and Mary Land Walke 
recdved 300 acres plus the 
house. The house stayed in the 
Walke family until 1853 when 
I^. Frank Walke sold the 
Iwuse and 300 acres. 

It was the 20th century, and 
Colin Studds, that brought 
diange to the old home. Pur-

chasing it in 1954, Studds 
heavily remodeled the 
dwelling, built an addition and 
renamed it "R«se Hall — The 
Shop for Ladies and thdr 
Itaughrds". Thie fm p^e of 
the 1970s and increasing 
financial pressure forced 
Studds' daughter to sell this 
exclusive dress shop to a 
devdoper. When the house 
was scheduled for razing to 
make way for a d^artment 
store, the City of Virginia 
Beach stepped in, first by 
rezoning the area into an 
Historical and Cultural 
District, and then in 1975 by 
purchasing the house and 
remaining 35 acres for 
$735,000. 

A new chapter has opened 
for this ahnost forgotten piece 
of history. Now opened 
r^ularly. the house, through 
the generosity of the City and 
funding generated through 
grants and donations, is 
bdng restored to its former 
elegance. Once again the 
building will host dignitaries 
for special functions, and 
receptions and parties will also , 
take place there. It will be a 
focal point for city 
celebrations, and offer 
^ucational i^ctgrams, special 
events and Unas highlighting 
life during the 18th century. 

The historic Francis Land 
House is located at 3131 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 
Hours of operations are Wed- 
nesdays through Saturdays 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and on 
Sundays from noon to 5. The 
house is closed on Mondays 
and Tuesdays.

, „E•ij^er (^»uMm bf^l actopted a 
CapitU ImprovertRSit 'Ite^^ in 
which $1.8 million previously 
allocated for the purchase of the 
parcel was applied to the wa- 
struction price of a new jail ad- 
dition. 

Said Councihvonmn Barbara 
Hentey, "To spend $1.8 million 
without knowing where it's 
coming from is something I can- 
not do." 

The original proposition had 
been for the 24th Street Park 
Citizens Committee to raise 
$600,000 of the $2.4 million pur- 
chase price for the .597-acre par- 
cel with the city pa^ng the 
remaining $1.8 million. The 
$600,000 was to be raised by 
Sept. 1, but collection fell far 
short of the goal. The citizens 
group asked for an octension. In- 
stead, a new agreement was 
prepared, referring to the parcel 
as the Maritime Museum Op«i 
Space. Instead of defining the 
parcel as a public park or parking 
lot, the i^xel was identified as 
open space at the oceanfront and 
to acconunodate the Maritime 
Museum which is located in die 
Old Coast Guard StaUon. 



The group was given in the 
proposal, until Dec. 31 to raise 
the $600,000 or less if the seller, 
John C. RogCTs, president of 
Beach Investment Associates, 
Inc., agreed to less. 

A mistake had been made, said 
Councilman John A. Baum when 
the refo'aice was made to using 
the property as a small park or 
parking lot rather than as part of 
the museum. He said tl»t it had 
been perceived as "a park for the 
wrong people." 

B. H. l^ps Jr. said that the 
foatel wsw^^jfer^<^ as a set- 
ting for the o^seum and that the 
concept about attracting the 
lower elements would not 
materialize. 

Vktoria Matheny. presidoit of 
the Beautification Commission, 
end(»r8ed the propoty as open 
green space for the museum. It 
would provide a window to the 
ocean, she said, and monetary 
value cannot be placed on green 
space. 

Johnnie Miller, immediate past 
preddent of the Council of Gar- 
den Clut» said she did not want 
another high rise there. 

Mce Walter said that the park 
would be an extension of the 
museum which is located in the 
fint life savings station at the 
beach. She said that thousands of 
donors have contributed to the 
project. 

Maurice Jackson handed 
Mayor Robert G. Jones a print- 
out of the 2,199 contributors who 
have made contributions by 
check.

New 75-bed Kempsville hospital 



A new 75-bed hospital has been 
proposed for a 13-acre tract of 
land in Kempsville, where more 
than 120,000 people-roughly a 
third of the city's population 
resides. 

Slated to be built off Princess 
Anne Road and Tiffany Lane, 
just north of Tidewater Com- 
munity College, the proposed 
new hospital would be jointly 
operated by Sentara Norfolk 
General and Norfolk Com- 
munity hospitals. 

The facility would contain a 
24-hour emer^ncy department, 
radiology services, an outpatient 
clinic and a landing pad for Sen- 
tara Nightingale Air Ambulance. 




An intensive care unit would con- 
tain six beds and a maternity 
wing would have 12. There would 
be 57 general medical and 
surgical beds, three operating 
rooms and a pharmacy. 

In addition, patients would 
also have easy access to Sentara 
Hospitals' mobile diagnostic 
equipment and other high-tech 
equipment located at Sentara 
Leigh and Sentara Norfolk 
General. 

The $20 million cost includes a 
medical office building connected 
to the main hospital by a 
corridor. 

If approved by the state and 
built, the hospital would be the 
third in Virginia Beach, but the 
only one south of the Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway. 



According to Bruce Edwards, 
director of the city's rescue 
squads, "It is one of the most 
rapidly growing demand- 
intensive areas of the city." 

The state health commission 
must approve a certificate of 
need for any new hospital or 
hospital expansion. 

David L. Bernd, chief 
operating officer of the parent 
Sentara Company, said he hopes 
the certificate will be approved by 
March 1988. If so, construction 
could begin next summer, with 
completion in December 1990 for 
the proposed $20 million facility. 

Hospital officials said they ex- 
pected to serve people in the 
city's overflowing subdivisions 
such as Green Run. Salem Lakes, 
Salon Woods, Lago Mar, Red 
Mill Farms and Timbcrlake.

Despite the fact it's still four years away, 1991 is 
just aroiuid4h«eoraer in terms of Virginia Beach's 
water supply.* 

Isle of Wight County's Planning Commission, 
which recently ypted against allowing 1 1 miles of 
the propos^ Lake Gaston pipefine to be laid across 
prime agriculture land, is the latest in a long series 
of delays for the project which was first proposed 
in 1983. 

While that doesn't spell doom for the project by 
any means, it does add to the continuing 
frustration by city officials to actually begin con- 
struction, which is currently projected to start in 
1988. 

By 1991, the city's water demands are supposwl 
to exceed its present supply, which come from the 
Norfolk system. 

Southampton County, along with Chesapeake 
and Franklin, Isle of Wight and Virginia Beach, 
joined forces in the Lake Gaston project to provide 
water for their respective communities. Southam- 
pton County's Planning Commission has already 
given its okay for the pipeline. 

Suffolk wants to jump on the bandwagon, so to 
speak, but has been rebuffed by Virginia Beach city 
officials since Suffolk previously turned down an 
opportunity when it was first proposed. 

The city has been the sole force behind the 
project, paying more than $1 million in legal fees 
and another $4 million for engineering and plan- 
ning for the 85-mile pipeline, expected to cost in the 
vicinity of $200 million. 

Virginia Beach received an Army Corps of 
Engineers permit for the Lake Gaston pipeline in 
1984, which would allow the city to withdraw up to 
60 million gallons daily.

Of that figure, Virginia Beach expects to allot 48 
million gallons for itself, 10 million gallons for 
Chesapeake and 1 million gallons each for Franklin 
and Isle of Wight. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones said recently the Lake 
Gaston pipeline is designed to also replenish water 
in the Norfolk reservoir system. If existing flows 
are adequate to keep the reservoirs at a high level, 
there is no reason to draw additional water down 
the pipeline from North Carolina. 

The latter challenged the Corps of Engineers 
permit given to Virginia Beach and the case is now 
before Judge W. Earl Britt in the U.S. District 
Court for the Eastern District of North Carolina in 
Raleigh.

Isle of Wight's surprising opposition now has 
city officials wondering. While there are probably 
political considerations involved, all this squab- 
bling doesn't help solve a major problem which will 
have to be addressed as soon as possible. 

It's Obvious Virginia Beach cannot keep depen- 
ding on Norfolk alone for its water supply. And 
even if it would continue to be available, the cost is 
going to continue to rise (Norfolk recently raised its 
water rates). 

In order for the city to look ahead and keep on 
track for long range economic planning, it MUST 
have a better source of water. Without it, industries 
cannot be attracted and ones that are here could 
leave, destroying some of the tax bsM. 

Without adequate watCT, the main source of in- 
come to the resort city, tourism, could be the even- 
tual dropoff. 

Can you imagine Virginia B^ch during the 
summer with nobody on the beiwh during the day, 
Atkntic Avenue deserted at night? 

It wouldn't tike long for a mass exodus of 
bvsinoses frcns the dty if th«ie businesses were 
fi^ed with a continwng shortage of water.

Many Virginia Beach residents 
have been horrified by the re«:- 
tion of tl^ citizenry of Arcadia, 
Florida to the knowl«]^ that 
CUfford Ray's three hemophiliac 
s0ns, who hul ccmtracted AIDS 
fran blood transfusions, were at- 
tending the public sdiools. Tlje 
fears which led Arc«tlia dtizeos 
to form "Citizens Against AIDS 
and eventually fire-bomb the Ray 
home were irratiimal and based 
on ignorance. These actions. 



which led the Rays to Am their 
home, point out the need to 
edudUe the citizenry of our city 
to indent such a tragic occuren- 
w in Virginia Beach. 

In sharp contrast to the Ar- 
cadia reaction, the New York 
City Schools do not even inform 
principals and teachers if an 
AIDS infected student is atten- 
ding thdr school. I can't qu«tion 
the motivation 4o protect studen- 
ts from the stigma which acrom- 
panie the disease; however, the 
teadiers and students in daily 
contact with the AIDS infected 



Mudent^^ should be infcmned to 
lUlow self-protection. 

There is no danger of a diUd's 
contracting AIDS from frioid or 
schoolmates unless sexual contact 
or direct exposure of a child's 
bloodstream to blood from an in- 
f«:ted child occurs. You camot 
get AIDS from attoiding sdiool 
with an AIDS victim. No AIDS 
infections have resulted from 
casual contacts wch as kissing, 
buying, sharing dishes, glasses, 
razors, or toothtousbes, or any 
other form of close Init nonsexual 
contact. 



The number of children with 
documented cases of AIDS now 
stands at 500. 3,000 more have 
other illnesses resulting from 
the AIDS virus, and it is 
estimated that 3,000 additional 
AIDS infected children will be 
born this year. All of these 
children contracted the disease 
from their infected mothers or 
from transfusions. We must not 
worsen their tragic plight by reac- 
ting to them with irrational fear 
and violence. 

The September 7, 4987, 
Newsweek warned that, "What 



to do about kids with AII^ will 
soon be u oommoni^aoe a dedsicm 
for school boards as Which tex- 
tbooks to buy." The Virginia 
B«u;h School Board will face this 
problem eventually. It may be 
advisable to develop a policy 
ahead of time, when we are free 
from the hysteria which might 
surround the issue whm we are 
actually faced with the problem. 
Let's hope that Arcadia's 
shameful reaction to children 
with AIDS will never be repeated 
in Virginia Beach.

Week begins 

Fire prevention week marks the 
anniversary of the "Great 
Chicago Fire" of 1871 which 
killed 250 people, left over 
100,000 people homeless and 
destroyed over 17,400 buildings.

Ferns are among the most 
adaptable of plants for home 
gardeners. They are ideal for 
ground cover or border plantings 
in the landscape, and are 
especially useful as pdtted plants 
in the home. 

Ferns are an ancient type of 
vegetation which occupied the 
world long before the evolution 
of seed producing plants. They 
are strictly foliage plants, since 
they reproduce without 
flowering. Ferns produce long 
fronds which are similar to the 
leaves of seed producing plants. 
Fronds arise directly from the 
ground with no central stem. The 
small brown spots on the under- 
side of the leaves contain spores 
which serve the same purpose as 
seeds in reproducing the plant. 

Native ferns grow abundantly 
in wooded areas and may be trui- 
splanted easily. They will thrive 
best if located near trees, or on 
the east or north side of a 
building, where they will recdve 
partial shade. Woodland ferns

It is 
not a sign of character wokness 
to take sevmd days off wha we 
have ecpoiemxd a major l<»s. 
eiMl«,pwi4 
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may grow quite poorly if subjec- 
ted to hot afternoon sun. Most 
ferns used in Virginia landscapes 
are shade loving woodland types, 
although there are sun tolerant 
ferns available through gardening 
catalogs. 

Ferns start growth very eu-ly in 
the spring, and retain their 
ddicate leafy foliage until several 
light frosts freeze them back in 
the fall. They are quite free from 
disease or insect pests, and thus 
are easy to grow in the native 
gardens or bwder plantings 
around the home. 

Woodland ferns grow best in a 
soil which has a high humus con- 
tent; almost pure leaf mold is 
ideal. The average garden soil 
may be made suitable for ferns by 
ulding liberal quantities of peat 
m(MS or compost. An abundant 
supply of water is also needed 
throughout the season to 
promote vigra'cms growth. 

The best time to transplant 
farm b in tlM spring about a 
m(»th befcNre the avo-^e last 
frost date, or in the fall a couple 
weeks after the avo-age first host 
date. Keep the roots covered with 
a prote^ve ball of moist soil or 
pMt moss at all times. Apply 
wato' as needed after transplan- 
ting to maintain a high mcristure 
contatinthesoil. 

Although ferns grow abundan- 
tly in moist woodlands, care 
should be taken in digging up the 
plants for landscaping your 
home. They s|n-ead rather slowly 
from underground rootstocks. 
They dso reproduce from spores, 
but several years are required to 
produce a mature plant in this 
way. Hmefore, in gathering fer- 
ns from wild sources, first make 
sure you have permission liom 
the Uund owner to dig the ferns, 
then dig only a few plants and 
leave an adequate group to main- 



tain the original native collection. 

Nursery or garden centers may 
have ferns, or they may be willing 
to secure plants for you. This 
may be a more practical way to 
start than to collect than from 
the wild. Make sure that the plan- 
ts you buy are hardy woodland 
ferns and not tropical plants that 
would die outdoors during the 
winter. 

The f^ns in your landscape 
planting may serve as a source for 
ppt^ plants for use in the home. 
Maidenhair ferns and spieenwor- 
ts found in Virginia forests are 
particularly suitable. These 
smaller woodland ferns are easy 
to grow as house plants. 

The k^ to growing outdoor 
ferns indoors is humidity. This 
can be provided by placing the 
pots on pebbles or crushed stone 
in a tray of water. The pots 
should not stand in the water. 
The atmosphere provided in a 
terrarium or bottle garden is 
ideal. Use a high humus potting 
soil and ample drainage material 
in the bottom of the pot. Ferns 
are attractive only when making 
vigorous green growth. 
Therefore, apply a soluble house 
plant fertilizer regularly. In the 
winter, locate ferns in bright 
light, but never in a hot sunny 
window.

New Beach vehicle 
ordinance passed 

The Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil recently approved an addition 
to the City Code pertaining to 
vehicle equipment. The new sec- 
tion states that no vehicle can be 
operated on city streets and 
highways unless its contents are 
securely loaded to prevent items 
from dropping, falling, sifting 
and blowing from the vehicle. 

Exceptions to this amendment 
include: motor vehicles used ex- 
clusively for agricultural pur- 
poses and which use public roads 
to get from one point of the 
owner's land to another: 
agricultural vehicles, tractors, or 
other vehicles exempted from 
registration and licensing 
requirements according to section 
46.1-45 of the Virginia Beach 
code: or any vehicle transporting 
poultry, livestock or agricultural 
produce.

He 
reaches the phone, diate 911, 
and lapses into uncoa- 
sciousnen. 

In the past, emn-gency 
dispatchers answering distress 
calls such as these wen prac- 
tically helpless. If the caller mn 
physically unable to p^ the 
address or if the address was 
unknown, the only way to 
determine the location of the 
emergency was to put a trace cm 
the line, a process that could 
take up to 30 minutes. 

With the instaUation of the 
Enhanced 91 1 Emergency 
Reporting Syston in Virgliiia 
Beach, emergency response ser- 
vices have im{H-oved. The new 
syston automatically provides 
emergency personnel with the 
address of the phone being 
used. Police, fire ami rescue 
perscmnel am unmediatdy be 
dispatched, reducing the critical 
response time in a crisis, 
situation and, sometimes, 
making a life-or-death (tiffnen- 
cc.

A SKondary benefit Of the 
syston is that it provides an in- 
stant trace of nuisan^ calls 
which commonly plague 
emergency operations. Whm a 
dispatcher is able to tell a prank 
caller the address he is calling 
from, the caller usually hangs 
up, never to call again. 

The cost of the enhanced ser- 
vice is understandably high. 
The computerized equipment is 
expensive to purchase and in- 
stall. Maintenance of the 
system is also costiy as the in- 
formation in storage must be 
constantly corrected and up- 
dated. Telephone customers 
will be chuged 45 ctsiU par 
month to pay for the syston, an 
msignificant expense, at $5.40 a 
year. Just one crisis reqidrii^ 
an inunediate emCTgoicy reac- 
tion is weU worth the cost. 

The 911 fMetg/eacy system 
has evolved since 1967 when the 
President's Commission on 
Law Enforcement and Ad- 
' ministration re(x>mmended that 
a single numbo' for onorgen^ 
response service be established. 
In 1968, tile digits 911 were 
m^e available for national use. 
According to a recent segmoit 
on the news prt^am "20/20", 
over 1 100 conununides (nrovide 
911 service to over 100 milUm 
people. Increasing numbers of 
these communities are augmen- 
ting existing service with the 
updated equipment. 

Once the new syston is in- 
stalled, educating callers about 
the enhuiMd 911 Unes is essen- 
tial. Some people still dial or 
try to look up K{»rate fire or 
rescue numbers when faced 
with an urgent situation. It is 
also important to remember 
that the enhanced system is 
designed for emergoicy calls 
only. General informi^on calls 
should be placed to r^ubur of- 
fice numbos during business 

hijuiij:' "* " •" ""'" "" 

R^ardless of the nature of 
the oncrgency, 911 is the num- 
ber to dial. If someone is 
breaking into ^ur home, dial 
911 and the police precinct 
closest to you will respond. If 
an acddoit occurs and an am- 
bulance is needed, dial 911. If 
you are faoMl witii an emergen- 
cy situation and don't know 
who to call, simply dial 911. 
The dispatchers who answer the 
911 lines are highly trained 
professionals who can assess 
the sito^on uid take the ap- 
propriate action. 

So, the next time you leave 
your children at home alone, w 
the noct time «a unidentified 
noise wakes you up hi the mid- 
dle of the niilit, take comfort in 
the increased protection the 
new oihanced system provides.

Fall fun in Virginia Beach

Night council meets debated 



City council had already been

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that the int«t of the 
night meetings — to schedule 
controversial items in which the 
public is interratwi — is a good 
one, but ONindl has $(Mea away 
from this. 

"We am't sMm to discipline 
eurselve," taid Councilman 
John A. ^^ "to have short 
meetings." As for controversy, 



Baum said that council has 
already heard all that could be 
said on the issues. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
said that the concept is still good, 
to allow people a chance to get to 
the meetings without losing a 
day's work. 

She su^est^ council agree 
that tlM agenda not run past 1 1 or 
11:X) p.m. and to limit the time 
people may speak, perhaps to 
thrw minutes. "We need to 
di^lriine ourselvn, not that I'm 
asking uiyone to be muzzle. It's 
not fair to the staff and it's not 
fair to us."

Moss suggested that the plan- 
ning issues, which stir up the 
most controversy, could be put at 
the end of the day agoidas so that 
people will not have to take off so 
much time.

A Little Brighter

The plight of the city's home- 
less brightened a bit this week 
when U was revealed that at least 
two area diurches will be able to 
house persons without shelter 
when the temperature drops to 
35 degrees. 

Church of the Ascension 
located on Princess Anne Road in 
Kempsville and the Star of the 
Sea Church on Pacific Avenue, 
will each provide shelter for 10 
days. 

Under the program originated 
by Mothers Inc., a Mwly formed 
group, 15 city diurches have 
been asked to partidpate in the 
plan. 

According to Brenda McCor- 
mick, a director for Mothers. 
Inc., it had planned to use tiie 
Fire Escape building at 17th 
Street and Padflc Avenue, How- 
ever, since the building is in a 
commercial district, accorcUng to 
a report, it could wA be granted a 
use permit by dty council to be 
used as a home. 

Churches can be used to house 
people without a use permit, but 
not more than 14 days a year, 
according to McConnick. 

McCormick said each churdi 
would be on call for a numth, 
but would not be a^ed to home 
persons more than 10 days 
during that period. 

McCormick said the remainder 
of the churches need to get 
approval from their respective 
congregations. 

Rev. William Dale, pastor <A 
Ascension Church, who spoke on 
behalf of the program witii Maty 
Thurston, representing Mothers 
at dty council meeting, said the 
plan is a temporary interim 
response to the program and

The city's all-volunteer rescue M}uads are con- 
ducting their annual fund drive with a projected 
goal of S150,000. 

While many organizations conduct fund drives, 
and in thdr own rigjit are just as worthy, the 
volunteer rescue squads need your hdp. 

With approximatdy 360,000 people living in the 
resort city, if everyone gave just SI the rescue 
squi^ would mot« than double its goal. 

WfiHe you may think they can do without your 
dollar, r e m em be r it's your life or that of a loved 
one th^ miglit save one of these days. 

Offldally cdled the Emagency Medical Services 
Divii^on, it coordinates the pre-ho^ital emergency 
medical care provided to the citizens of Virg^a 
Beadi by the 11 squads involved. 

This care includes rapid, safe response to the 
soeae, proper treatment of the victim and prompt 
transfer of the victim to the hospital. 

This division also provides all rescue squad and 
fire department emergency medical service training 
and coordinates the use of iq>eda]ized resources for 
medical emergencies such as police, fire, hospital 
peiwnnd, onergency di^atchers and Norfolk's 
Niglitin^de Air Ambulance. 

Achtevements were many during the course of 
1^6, but the two major ones were bdng named the 
Outstanding Volunteer Program for the city and 
being honored by Governor Gerald Baliles as the 
outstanding Rescue Service in the Commonwealth. 

In conjunctbn with the State Division of 
Emagency Medical Services, a Critical Incident 
Stress Dd)riefmg (CISD) program was instituted. 
CISD is designed to hdp rescue personnd cope 
with the stress of handling r^cue c^s traumatic in 
nature. ^ 

An dg)it-month-long program to train Cardiac 
Technidans in the skill of endotracheal intubation 
(clearing airways) was also completed earlio- this 
year by all 56 technidans. 

With taxes always going up (have th^r ever 
decreased?), the rescue squads have a major reason 
to ask for your support: they save the citizens of 
VirgMa Beach approximately $2 million per year 
by maintaining a completely volunteer service. 

Last year, with six new ambulances in sarice, 
the 550 active volunteers answered 18,840 emer- 
gency medical asastance requests. 

And th^ did it without asking anyone whose call 
th^ answered for any money. 

During 1986, 85 new Emergency Medical 
Technidans, 19 Cardiac Technidans and three 
paramedics were certified. 

So when the rescue squad brochure arrives at 
your home (if it hasn't already), don't throw it 
away. Put a dollar in an envelope and mail it to:

When the developers of the 
unique Fountain Square shopping 
center in Nashville, Tenn., com- 
pleted their project, they wanted 
the world to see their creative 
handiwork. Television coverage 
could graphically describe the 
concept and special features, they 
•reasomd. 

They (tecided to {ntxiuce a video 
nem rti^ae - a 90-second, news- 
orioited overview erf the new cen- 
to-. It compared the develop- 
ment's special features with those 
<rf other outstanding shopping cen- 
ters throughout the world. 

The release, produced on video 
tape, was beamed to individual TV 
statioie and cable systems via sat- 
ellite, using the communicatiom 
soTices of Medialink, a natuMial 
viiteo news release network. 

A group of 62 "noort strategic" 
TV stations was targeted fw spe- 
cial attoition. Tte news directors 
of thote sutioBs were alerted in 
advance to the fwtiKTniung trans- 
mtation.

Animal Law Provides 
Wardens More Power 



Animal wardens will have 
more power to pick up nuisance 
(biting) dogs under an ordinance 
a^pted last week by City Coun- 
dl. 

Animal control officer Bill 
Qark pointed out that the previ- 
ous ordinance did not allow 
police to pick up a dog whidi had 
bitten somebody, pending court 
action. "We don't wuit to wait 
for the <tog to bite twice," he 
said. 

The current law allows any 
animal that has attached or bitten 
any poson to be taken into 
custody and confined by the 
bureau of animal cmtrol pending 
determination by the courts. 

Councilman Robert V. Fen- 
tiess had suggested the change 
in Ksponse to the reont publid- 
ty on pit bulls. He said he asked 
for the ordinance but had it api^y 
to all animals. 

Before approving the (»din- 
ance, Vice Mayor Meyera Obon- 
dcHf , wIm desarn>ed haxX as 
the "mother of three dogs," said 
the wanted to nuke sure die 
animals were pro^rted.
